June 12.—Calvin Coolidge's name as 
a candidate to succeed himself In the 
White House was presented to the 
Republican national convention here 
today by Dr. Marlon Le Roy Burton, 
head of the University of Michigan, 
in a speech that for sheer eulogy 
and praise o£ its subject, has few 
parallels in convention history. 


Casting aside 
and 
disregarding 


the customary 
form of nominating 


speeches, Dr. Burton spoke for an 
hour about Mr. 
Coolidge and few 


candidates have ever had a more en- 
thusiastic advocate. 


Dr. Burton 
divided his lengthy 


oration into three parts. He spoke 
first of Calvin Coolidge, the man; 
then about Calvin Coolidge, the Am- 
erican; and then finished off with an 
eloquent presentation of Calvin Coo- 
lidge, "the human being." 


He did not go into the president's 


policies and executive acts. He left 
that, he said, for politicians, and 
confined his

The "solemn protest" against Jap- 


anese exclusion in the immigration 
bill, which Japan has laid before our 
government, is understood to be no 
more than an expression of huit na- 
tional dignity. It is not a threat and 
it is said that In neither country is 
there any expectation of serious trou- 
ble as a consequence, for Japan cau 
not show that we have violated any 
unquestioned right under the law of 
nations and Is bound to admit, just 
as the International Court would be 
certain to decide, that the control of 
immigration is purely a matter of do- 
mestic law. 
But there was another 


even more solemn protest that un- 
doubtedly caused a great sensation in 
Japan and will largely contribute to- 
ward the growth of ill feeling. 
We 


refer to the "Uarikari" suicide of a 
Japanese citizen in front of the 
American Embassy in Tokio. 


Though regarded lightly in this 


country, the incident was important 
and met approval in Japan, harikari 
being regarded as a noble act that 
sets unseen forces in motion. Though 
originally committed only by doomed 
men at the invitation of the Midako, 
it now seems to he the voluntary re- 
source of the wronged who expect to 
get revenge upon their enemies by 
returning in spirit to haunt and af- 
flict them. Apparently the Jap who 
committed harikari in front of the 
American Embassy believed that he 
could and hoped to bring misfortune 
upon the United States from another 
world, and the accounts indicate sym- 
pathy with such an aim among the 
credulous Japanese masses.

digestive tract should never be distend- 
ed with feed at the time of operating. 
A thorough washing of the scrotum 
with an antiseptic solution of liquor 
cresolls compositus, or cleaning with 
soap and water, is a part of the oper- 
ation which should not be neglected. 
Extremely irritating solutions are pain- 
ful to the cut surfaces, serve no use- 
ful purposes, and should be avoided. 
They may cause rubbing of the wounds 
and so result in greater Injury to the 
parts.

Hemorrhagic Septicemia 


Hits Neglected Animals 


Farm animals that have become 


scrawny through neglect during win- 
ter months are susceptible to disease, 
says Dr. G. S. Weaver, veterinarian 
at South'Dakota State college. Hem- 
orrhagic 
septlcemla is one of the 


diseases that is especially active. 


Dr. Weaver says that cattle are not 


the only animals affected by heraor- 
rhaglc septlcemla, but the disease in 
cattle is of most Importance. The dis- 
ease at first usually attacks animals 
that are weakened by some other con- 
dition and later the disease will spread 
from one animal to another. 
The 


germs are everywhere present and It 
only takes certain conditions to bring 
tl.em out. 


Fever Is one of the symptoms. 


However, a fever usually occurs in 
any contagious disease. 
Frequently, 


difficult breathing Is noticed. Possi- 
bly pneumonia may occur as 'a compli- 
cation. Often the discharges from the 
animal may be colorful with blood. 
Young animals are the most suscep- 
tible. 


Treatment consists mainly of pre- 


vention. Provide the cattle with shel- 
ter, palatable food and warm water. 
The veterinarian can be of assistance 
l,n properly diagnosing the disease. A 
racclne is being used with good re- 
EUltS.

Man Held Responsible 


for Cholera Outbreaks 


f Tf yon want to see the bird respon- 
sible for new outbreaks of hog cholera, 
look up the owner or caretaker of the 
sick hogs in which the disease first 
developed," says I. K. Atherton, a gov- 
ernment inspector in charge of hog 
cholera work in an eastern state. Ac- 
cording to his statement the man who 
accuses sparrows of carrying the Infec- 
tion frequently does so to cover up 
his own carelessness. 


Crows and buzzards may possibly 


carry the disease, but not if the owner 
of the dead hogs does his part to burn 
or bury all carcasses where dots and 
birds cannot reach them. 


JN'ew outbreaks of cholera can in- 


variably be traced to garbage contain- 
ing bones or meat scraps; to sick ani- 
mals Introduced into the herd or abuse 
of the double treatment. On rare oc- 
casions a careless peddler or similar 
person may be responsible for the dis- 
ease, but here again the hog owners 
are to blame for allowing such irre- 
sponsible people near the hog yards. 


In one state there has not been a 


single case of spread of cholera Infec- 
tion in six years from herds in which 
the outbreak was promptly reported. 
If birds were spreading the Infection 
they would continue to do so whether 
or not the disease had been reported 
to the authorities. After all, the human 
la the greatest carrier of hog cholera.

Report of T. M. C. A. Pi-f- 


at Mat* "Y" Cosvtentioti 


Today !• New York—Many Actir- 
Itios OntllMd. 
The forty-third state convention 


Ot the Y. M. C. A. representing 184 
associations with 109,901 members, 
will meet Thursday and Friday at the 
Yal* Club in New York city. 


The annual report which will be 


presented by William M. Klngsley of 
New York city, chairman of the State 
Y. M. C. A. committee, indicates that 
the empire state with one-tenth of 
the population ot the country 
has 


one-seventh of the Y. M. C. A. prop- 
erty, one-eighth ot the total mem- 
bership and one-tenth of the asso- 
ciations. 


Special reference is made to work 


with boys, It being pointed out that 
the last census showed 853,000 boys 
In the state between 10 
and 
19 


yearn ot age. Less than two-thirds 
ot these are reached by any church, 
Y. M. C. A., Boy Scout organization, 
boys' club or any other welfare agen- 
cy,, Protestant, Jewish or 
Catholic. 


Unless these institutions and agen- 
cies operate on a vastly larger scale, 
grave consequences are likely to fol- 
low it is believed. 


At least 300,000 boys in New York 


state are growing up without any 
definite moral or religious education. 
The suggested keynote 
in 
Boys' 


Work in New York btate is "A Quar- 
ter Million "Y" Boys." 


One of the most productive means 


being employed by the associations 
to reach more boys with the Chris- 
tian program is the Hi-Y club. Last 
winter about 4,000 outstanding lead- 
ers of 100,000 high school boys of 
the state have been in 125 clubs— 
an increase of 200r<? in four years. 
There are over 750 high schools in 
the state, 600 of them in villages. A 
recent study of the freshman class at 
Harvard showed that 83 of the 100 
best all-round men in the class had 
been Hi-Y boys. 


Another very productive feature 


is the older boys' conference. The 
State Conference held at Syracuse 
last fall registered 1,815 delegates. 
There have been over 35,000 older 
boys in three conferences. No one 
could face that great crowd of older 
boy leaders between 16 and 20 years 
of age without getting the thrill of 
his life. 
Practically every boy was 


a leader, many of them big husky 
athletes as keenly interested in re- 
ligion as they were in football. 


The New York state committee 


was the pioneer in the Boys' Camp 
movement in this country. All camps 
have followed the broad lines laid 
down by Sumner Dudley, when he, 
as a member of tne state committee, 
established this camp in l'SS5. This 
is the 40th season of Camp Dudley. 
The camp property is worth $125.000. 
and has no indebtedness. 


The Y. M. C. A. state committee is 


also doing pioneer work among boys 
in industry. Approximately 400,000 
younger men are working in the in- 
dustries of this state. Most of them, 
erne frm the fifth and sixth grades 
in schol and have littlC'Or no realiza- 
tion of their latent possibilities. How 
to get these boys to discover and 
improve themselves and to think 
straight on vital questions, is a prob- 
lem which concerns not only indus- 
try, but also society as a whole. The 
program includes the bringing to- 
gether of "Key" boys in groups to 
discuss fundamental moral, social 
and economic problems with indus- 
trial officials.

Thereafter these additions must be 
kept separate and retested 10 to 90 
days later before they may be allowed 
to mingle with the original herd.

He had been 
a monntad policeman in the Canadian 
Northwest nnd a top cowpuncher 
everywhere, but he told me he had 
once fallen and injured his head, and 
I don't think he had ever got over the 
Injury, for he was undoubtedly insane 
at moments. 


Be could never spend a night at a

After the ball has stood for about 


'forty-eight hours in a rack, so that the 
'affected part lies uppermost, the "cure" 
,1s complete and the ball ready for 
play. 
1 Because a golf ball owes its "life" 
'to the rubber core, the greatest trou- 
'ble that manufacturers have to con- 
tend with is the possibility that a core, 
however perfect in appearance, may 
be slightly out of balance at some 
'point when the ball is built up com- 
iplete. 


The actual making of a core con- 


sists, of course, In winding and gntd- 
|ing rubber thread Into the shape of a 
core In the same way as a ball of wool 
ils wound. As a core weighs only 
iabout one ounce and contains upward 
.'of 1,500 yards of thread wound under 
tension, obtaining the perfect balance 
inecessary Is not so easy as It seems. 


From time to tlmo Inventors have 


substituted rubber golf ball cores by 
Illquld Jelly, leather, cork, wood, vul- 
jcanlte and even steel cores.
